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WHAT  IS  THE  COLLEGE  ? 
WHAT  DOES  IT  ACCOMPLISH  ? 


The  College  was  founded  in  1872,  as  an  institution  exclusively  for  the 
Blind.  Students  are  received  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Isles  and  the 
Colonies.  The  College  is  quite  undenominational  in  character.  Its  object 
is  to  train  the  Blind  to  earn  their  own  living,  and  to  render  them  indepen¬ 
dent,  self-reliant  citizens.  Incredible  as  it  may  appear,  this  is  an  object 
which  the  College  has  succeeded  and  does  continually  succeed  in  accom¬ 
plishing,  and  there  are  now  more  than  755  former  pupils  not  onh /  earning 
their  own  living,  but  in  several  cases  assisting  their  parents. 

84.4  per  cent,  of  these  graduates  are  filling  their  places  in  the  world 
as  organists  and  teachers  of  music,  pianoforte  tuners,  clergymen,  school 
teachers,  governesses,  shorthand  typists,  etc.  Without  the  College  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  would  still  be  helpless  and  hopeless  and  a  permanent 
charge  on  the  rates.  The  College  is  therefore  an  economic  benefit  to  the 
community,  and  should  receive  whole-hearted  and  generous  support. 

Do  not  forget  that  it  is  cheaper  to  educate  the  Blind  than  to  sup¬ 
port  them  as  paupers,  while  the  moral  and  physical  benefit  which  is 
given  to  any  individual  by  training  him  to  become  a  self-respecting 
citizen  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  over-estimated. 

As  originally  it  arose,  so  it  has  continued,  largely  by  voluntary 
effort.  The  College  is  in  urgent  need  of  funds  to  continue  its  good  work 
and  secure  such  a  fund  as  will  place  its  national  and  imperial  work 
for  the  Blind  on  a  permanent  financial  basis. 

It  is  considered  a  grand  and  noble  act  to  endow  a  College  for  the  Sighted, 
Is  it  less  noble  to  do  so  in  the  case  of  the  Blind?

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PIONEER  WORK  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 


1.  Pianoforte  Tuning,  1873. — A  fuller  and  more  comprehensive  form 
of  Training  than  had  ever  yet  been  given  in  this  country. 

Instruction  in  the  tuning  of  the  Player-piano  was  commenced  in 
1917.  The  results  have  been  more  than  satisfactory  and  have  exceeded  all 
expectations.  No  tuner  can  now  gain  his  Graduation  Certificate  unless 
able  to  tune  this  instrument. 

2.  Physical  Training,  1873.— All  forms  of  physical  training,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Swedish,  German,  British  and  American  systems. 

3.  Dramatic  Performances,  1881. — Mendelssohn’s  “Son  and  Stran¬ 
ger  ”  was  given  in  this  year  with  only  two  seeing  people  in  the  cast.  So 
much  success  was  achieved  that  a  Committee  in  Glasgow  paid  the  expenses 
of  students  to  give  a  performance  in  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  of  that  city. 
Enough  money  was  raised  by  this  and  repeat  performances  to  print  the 
Cathedral  Psalter  in  Braille.  All  forms  of  acting  are  of  the  greatest  value 
to  blind  people,  and  greatly  assist  in  helping  them  to  overcome  stiffness  of 
movement  and  awkward  mannerisms.  Since  1881  there  have  always  been 
annual  performances  of  at  least  two  plays. 

4.  Kindergarten,  1882. — The  first  School  for  the  Blind  in  the  world 
to  open  this  particular  branch  of  education. 

5.  Swimming  and  Life  Saving,  1883.- — Through  the  liberality  of  the 
late  Dr.  T.  R.  Armitage,  a  bath  55ft.  long,  25ft.  wide,  and  from  3  to 
6ft.  deep,  was  added  to  the  College  equipment.  The  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  was  founded  in  1891,  and  in  1892  five  boys  wrere  successful  in 
gaining  their  Proficiency  Certificate.  Since  that  date  59  Certificates  and 
17  Medallions  have  been  won. 

6.  Toothed  Wheel  Pencil  and  Compasses,  1886.— These  instruments 
enabled  pupils  to  make  their  own  geometrical  figures  and  were  specially 
useful  in  the  working  out  of  riders.  Prior  to  this  time  attempts  had 
been  made  to  work  figures  with  a  needle  and  thread,  but  naturally  with 
but  little  success.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  the  Board  of  Education,  heartily 
congratulated  the  late  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  on  having  introduced  them  into 
the  College.  The  National  Institute  now  manufactures  and  sells  these 
exceedingly  useful  articles. 

7.  Cycling  and  Roller  Skating,  1887. — Eight-in-hand  and  twelve-in¬ 
hand  cycles  were  purchased,  and  in  addition  to  thoroughly  touring  over 
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the  roads  of  Surrey  and  Kent,  journeys  were  repeatedly  taken  to  Brighton 
and  back,  to  Birmingham  and  to  Derby. 

Roller  skating  still  continues  to  afford  one  of  the  most  pleasing  and 
healthful  recreations  at  the  College,  and  at  various  times  the  tests  of  the 
National  Skating  Association  for  Great  Britain  have  been  passed. 

8.  Typewriting  1887,  Shorthand  1898. — Though  typewriting  and 
shorthand  were  started  prior  to  these  years  at  Birmingham,  the  College  was 
the  first  to  draw  up  and  arrange  a  scheme  of  work  which  would  qualify 
students  to  earn  a  living  as  professional  typists  and  shorthand  writers. 

9.  Training  College,  1895. — The  Board  of  Education  sanctioned  the 
opening  of  a  Training  College  Department  for  the  training  of  blind  people 
to  become  teachers.  As  a  result,  graduates  have  been  employed  as 
teachers  at  Birmingham,  Bolton,  Bradford,  Bridgend,  Brighton,  Burma, 
Cardiff,  Ceylon,  Court  Grange,  Cyprus,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  London, 
Montreal,  Newcastle,  Nottingham,  Preston,  Rhyl,  Sheffield,  Southsea  and 
many  other  Institutions.  The  College  is  included  in  the  Training  College 

Scheme  of  the  University  of  London. 

10.  Examinations  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music  and  Royal  College 
of  Organists,  1901. — This  was  the  first  year  in  which  these  examinations 
were  undertaken.  To  date,  71  students  and  graduates  of  the  College  have 
gained  the  Associateship  and  31  the  Fellowship  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Organists,  while  76  have  won  the  Licentiateship  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Music.

Unqualified  blind  people  sometimes  obtain  employment,  and  though 
they  are  soon  found  out  and  discharged,  much  harm  to  the  future  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  blind  has  been  done. 

To  safeguard  against  misrepresentation,  all  properly  qualified  students 
who  leave  the  College  are  given  a  Certificate,  which,  when  asked  for, 
they  shoidd  be  able  to  produce.  All  prospective  employers  should  know 
that  if,  for  any  reason,  the  Certificate  cannot  be  produced,  they  will 
receive,  on  writing  to  the  College,  a  reply  by  return  of  post,  vouching 
for  the  statements  of  the  applicant  if  they  be  true.

T.  Campbell,  who  has  always  shewn  such  a  keen 
and  practical  interest  in  the  work  of  the  College,  was  received' 
while  the  Report  was  in  the  press,  and  the  members  desire  to  offer 
him  their  warmest  congratulations. 

Memorial  Gateway.  The  year  1932  will  ever  be  a  memorable 
one  in  the  annals  of  the  College,  for  on  October  the  8th,  the  eve  of 
the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  the  late  Sir  Francis  Campbell,  a 
Memorial  Gateway  was  presented  to  the  College  by  past  students,  as 
a  tribute  to  his  work  and  that  of  his  son,  Mr.  Guy  Campbell. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  College  Staff,  and  many- 
former  students  attended  the  Memorial  and  Dedicatory  Service 
which  preceded  the  opening  of  the  Gateway  by  Dr.  Alfred  Hollins, 
the  well-known  Recitalist  and  the  most  famous  of  the  Organists 
trained  at  the  College.  At  the  close  of  this  Service,  conducted  by 
the  Rev.  G.  F.  Whittleton,  a  former  student,  now  Vicar  of  St. 
Jude’s,  Thornton  Heath,  Dr.  Flollins  gave  an  address,  and  the 
company  then  proceeded  to  the  street,  where  the  unveiling  ceremony 
took  place. 

In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Lord  Lamington,  the  gift  was 
formally  accepted  by  the  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  M.P. 
(A  full  account  of  the  proceedings  will  be  found  on  the  enclosed 
leaflet.) 

On  the  following  day  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Whittleton  took  the 
Sunday  Afternoon  Service  and  gave  an  inspiring  talk  to  the  present 
pupils,  dw-elling  on  the  work  and  high  ideals  of  Sir  Francis  Campbell. 
Dr.  Hollins  presided  at  the  Organ. 

Prize  Festival.  The  Annual  Prize  Festival  took  place  at  the 
College  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  July  5th. 

Lord  Strathcona  presided  and  distributed  the  Certificates  and 
Prizes  gained  during  the  year.  Unfortunately  the  rain  interfered 
with  the  programme  arranged  and  necessitated  the  Distribution 
taking  place  in  the  Concert  Hall. 

Among  those  present  were  Lord  Lamington  (Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors),  Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  M.P.  (Vice-Chairman), 
Mr.  J.  Beddow,  Captain  A.  H.  Heath,  Mr.  G.  F.  Mowatt,  Mr.  R. 
Ridout  (Principal  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce)  and  Mrs. 
L.  Campbell  (Principal). 

The  following  account  of  the  Festival  is  compiled  from  notices 
in  the  Public  Press 

The  visitors  first  saw  mass  exercises  and  marching  by  the  students 
on  the  parade  ground.  Even  with  sighted  pupils  tins  would  have  been 
a  wonderful  display,  but  when  one  remembered  that  for  the  perfection 
of  Steps  and  formations  those  undertaking  them  depended  entirely  upon 
tho  ear  the  precision  was  indeed  marvellous,  and  the  pupils  received 
well-deserved  Applause  as  they  marched  off  The  visitors  then  made 
a  tour  of  the  class-rooms,  where  arithmetic,  geometry  geography 
elementary  science  and  other  subjects  were  being  taught.  A  great 
crowd  gathered  at  tho  Armitage  Swimming  Bath  to  see  a  demonstration 
of  swimming  and  life-saving;  then  passing  through  the  Grosvenor 
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Ruildine  where  Typists  and  Braille  Shorthand  writers  were  at  work 
Idle  vigors  proceeded  to  the  Gardner  Hall  and  listened  with  much 
pniovment  to  an  Organ  Recital  and  Concert.  .  , 

At  the  close  of  the  concert  Lord  Strathcona  distributed  the  prizes, 
giving  a  hand-shake  and  a  word  of  encouragement  to  each  recipient 
In  addressing  those  present,  he  warmly  congratulated  all  those 
responsible  for  the  magnificent  results  achieved  at  the  College.  In  the 

course  of  his  speech  he  said:  — 

“  This  in  the  first  time  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  coming 
here  since  I  was  chosen  as  a  Governor  of  the  College.  I  should  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  I  regard  it  as  a  great 
honour  and  responsibiity  to  be  in  any  degree  connected  with  the 
work  that  takes  place  here.  I  have  tried  to  say  to  all  those  who 
have  received  prizes  and  certificates,  as  they  passed  me  this  after¬ 
noon  how  much  1  congratulate  them  on  their  good  work  I  confess 
it  makes  me  a  little  bit  envious  when  I  hear  them  playing  the 
piano  as  they  did  just  now,  or  of  their  doing  shorthand  at  100 
words  a  minute,  or  of  their  speed  m  typewriting 
Lord  Strathcona  then  referred  to  what  he  described  as  the  very 
fine  achievements  of  a  number  of  present  and  past  pupils  during  the 
year,  and  said  that  the  list  said  more  for  the  College  than  he  could 
possibly  say.  He  concluded  by  saying:  . 

“  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  asking  you  to  make 
known  to  your  friends  the  good  work  that  this  College  is  doing. 
I  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  we  may  all,  according  to  our 
opportunities,  by  word  and  deed ,  do  what  we  can  for  the  success 
of  this  College  of  which  we  are  all  so  proud." 

In  proposing  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Lord  Strathcona',  the 
Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  said  that  the  Governors  were 
delighted  when  Lord  Strathcona  consented  to  join  them  on  the  Board, 
and  much  appreciated  his  presence  there  that  afternoon.  He  was 
glad  that  his  Lordship  was  of  the  opinion,  as  were  all  the  Governors, 
that  the  honours  that  the  students  had  received  were  due  to  the 
excellent  work  of  Mrs.  Campbell  and  her  staff.  It  was  essential  that 
the  public  should  know  more  of  what  the  College  was  doing,  for  to  a 
great  extent  the  College  had  to  rely  on  the  support  of  friends  and 
subscribers. 

Captain  Heath  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks  and  said  that  all 
appreciated  the  manner  in  which  Lord  Strathcona  had  given  the  prizes, 
adding  that  he,  also,  would  like  to  sav  how  delighted  the  Governors 
were  to  have  his  Lordship  on  the  Board. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  very  heartily  accorded,  and  in  acknow¬ 
ledging  it,  Lord  Strathcona  again  emphasised  the  importance  of  all 
spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  work  that  was  being  done  at  the 
College. 

Mrs.  Campbell  added  a  few  words,  in  which  she  thanked  Lord 
Strathcona,  Mr.  Campbell  and  Captain  Heath  for  the  tribute  they  had 
paid  to  the  work  of  the  pupils  and  staff. 


Gardner's  Trust  for  the  Blind.  The  Board  of  Governors  desire  to 
tender  their  deep  gratitude  to  the  Trustees  for  the  continuance  of 
their  generous  assistance  in  granting  scholarships,  which  are  of  the 
greatest  possible  help  in  enabling  blind  boys  and  girls  to  complete 
their  vocational  training.  During  the  year  fourteen  boys  and  four 
girls  sat  for  the  Gardner’s  Trust  Examination  and  were  awarded 
scholarships.  The  Board  also  wish  to  record  their  grateful  thanks 
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for  a  special  grant  from  the  Trustees  towards  the  cleaning  and 
overhauling  of  four  of  the  College  Organs. 

The  Elizabeth  Wills  Allen  Fund.  The  Board  of  Governors  are 
deeply  indebted  to  the  Executors  of  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Wills 
Allen  for  the  allocation  to  the  College  of  £3,000  from  the  residue  of 
her  estate;  the  income  from  the  investment  to  be  used  for  the 
education  of  the  blind. 

Visit  of  Miss  Helen  Keller,  LL.D.  Dr.  Helen  Keller,  the  world- 
famous  blind  and  deaf  American  Authoress  visited  the  College  on 
the  7th  July,  with  her  Secretary,  Miss  Thompson.  She  greatly 

admired  tl;e  bushes  and  trees,  etc.,  in  the  grounds  and  spoke  to 

some  of  the  pupils  in  the  school  classes.  After  hearing  the  Choir 
sing  she  addressed  the  students  in  the  Gardner  Hall,  and  in  the 
course  of  her  speech  said  : — 

“  I  am  very  proud  to  be  in  this  school  founded  by  Sir  Francis 
Campbell,  and,  what  a  beautiful  place  it  is!  Surely  there  is  every¬ 
thing  here  that  can  make  anybody  happy.  The  name  of  this 

school  has  been  a  household  word  to  me  since  I  teas  a  child.  I 
have  always  admired,  the  men  and  women  who  have  gone  from  the 
Royal  Normal  College  with  the  brains  and  ability  to  win  their 
way  in  the  world.”  . 

Dr.  Keller  was  particularly  pleased  when  one  of  the  students 
sang  a  poem  of  hers  that  had  been  set  to  music,  remarking  that  she 
never  thought  to  hear  her  words  so  beautifully  rendered.

Guides. — Miss  Mary  Blomfield,  Captain,  reports  as  follows: — At 
the  beginning  of  the  Summer  term  Evelyn  Redman  joined  the  Com¬ 
pany,  and  in  May,  Joyce  Frapwell  “  flew  up  ”  from  Brownies,  having 
gained  her  first  class  badge.  We  were  very  busy  this  month,  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  21st  Anniversary  of  the  Guide  Movement.  A  good  many 
hours  were  occupied  by  frequent  rehearsals  of  a  Pageant  of  the  History 
of  the  Guide  Movement,  which  took  place  at  the  Crystal  Palace  on 
May  21st,  and  which,  in  spite  of  the  rain,  proved  a  huge  success.  A 
large  camp  fire  gathering  was  held  on  the  site  of  the  Foundling 
Hospital,  in  the  evening  of  the  same  great  day,  and  to  this  we  con¬ 
tributed  not  only  songs,  but  a  doll’s  house,  which  every  member  of 
the  Company  had  helped  to  make  and  furnish.

Opening  of  Memorial  Gaiewap.

GIR  FRANCIS  JOSEPH  CAMPBELL  LL.L).,  a  founder  and  the  first 

Principal  of  tlie  Royal  Normal  College,  was  born  on  October  9th, 
1832,  in  Franklin  County,  Tennessee,  U.S.A.  Becoming  blind,  through 
an  accident  when  a  child,  he  conquered  this  handicap  by  his  indomitable 
courage  and  determination,  and  to-day  the  College,  with  its  record  of 
splendid  achievement,  stands  a  noble  monument  to  his  inexhaustible 
courage  and  perseverance  in  combating  and  overcoming  the  disadvan¬ 
tages  of  blindness,  with  such  signal  and  striking  results  as  are  shown 
in  the  success  of  the  pupils  who  have  gone  out  into  all  parts  of  the 
world.  On  Saturday  afternoon,  October  8th,  the  eve  of  the  centenary 
of  his  birth,  a  memorial  gateway,  erected  with  funds  subscribed  by  past 
students,  was  formally  opened  by  Dr.  Alfred  Hollins,  the  most  famous 
of  the  organists  trained  at  the  College,  and  well-known  as  a  recitalist 
throughout  the  world,  as  a  tribute  to  the  work  of  Sir  Francis,  and 
of  his  son,  Mr.  Guy  M.  Campbell,  who  succeeded  him  as  Principal 
in  1912. 

The  gateway  has  been  built  to  the  plans  of  the  College  architect, 
Mr.  E.  Harding  Payne,  who  acted  in  an  honorary  capacity  and  erected 
at  the  centre  entrance  to  the  College  in  Westow  Street.  It  is  of  multi¬ 
coloured  brick,  purposely  so  used  as  it  forms  part  of  the  wall  which, 
through  the  process  of  age,  has  become  multi-coloured,  and  also  because 
the  special  bricks  used  will  not  become  discoloured  by  the  drip  from  the 
overhanging  trees.  The  gates  are  of  oak,  and  the  whole  serves  as  a 
fitting  memorial  to  Sir  Francis  and  Mr.  Guy  Campbell.  The  College 
itself,  however,  is  the  greatest  monument  to  their  work,  for  by  its 
teaching  and  practice  it  lias  inspired  the  founding  of  similar  institutions 
in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  cost  has  been  met  by  subscriptions  of  past  students  only,  but 
the  present  students  have  helped  in  that  they  devoted  the  proceeds  of 
an  entertainment  to  meet  the  incidental  expenses,  so  that  the  whole 
amount  subscribed  might  be  expended  on  the  work  itself.  The  scheme 
has  been  most  successfully  carried  through  by  a  committee  of  past 
students,  to  which  Mr.  H.  D.  Black  acted  as  Hon.  Secretary. 

Before  the  gateway  was  formally  opened  there  was  a  short  memorial 
and  dedicatory  service  in  the  Gardner  Hall  of  the  College,  which  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  G.  Whittleton,  vicar  of  St.  Jude’s,  Thornton 
Heath,  an  old  student  of  the  College.  On  the  platform  were  Mr.  E.  T. 
Campbell,  M.P.  (Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors),  Mr.  Josiah 
Beddow  and  Mr.  G.  Mowatt,  J.P.  (Members  of  the  Board),  Mrs. 
Campbell  (Principal),  and  Dr.  Alfred  Hollins. 

The  Rev.  G.  Whittleton  read  a  passage  of  Scripture,  followed  by 
prayers,  after  which  the  large  company  joined  heartily  in  the  hymn, 
“  For  all  the  Saints  who  from  their  labours  rest.” 

Dr.  Hollins  then  gave  an  address.  He  said  :  I  am  deeply  touched 
and  proud  of  the  honour  that  the  Principal  and  the  Committee  have 
done  me  in  asking  me  to  unveil  the  memorial.  My  life  was  intimately 
linked  up  with  Sir  Francis  and  Lady  Campbell,  and  Sir  Francis’  son, 
Guy.  He  and  I  were  boys  together.  We  were  friends  and  had  a  great 
deal  in  common.  It  has  gratified  me  to  feel  that  although  the  two  are 
no  longer  with  us,  Mrs  Campbell  still  carries  on  the  friendship  enjoyed 
between  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  and  myself. 

Dr.  Hollins  continued  :  Towards  the  close  of  1870  a  blind  American 


was  returning  to  Boston  after  having  completed  a  course  of  musical 
study  at  Leipsic  and  Berlin.  This  was  Francis  Joseph  Campbell,  born 
a  hundred  years  ago  to-morrow,  October  9th,  whose  immortal  work  and 
memory  we  are  met  here  to  honour  to-day.  Having  to  pass  through 
London,  he  decided  to  spend  some  time  there  and  to  use  certain  letters 
of  introduction  to  prominent  workers  for  the  cause  of  the  blind  in  this 
country.  Fortunately  for  the  many  who  owe  their  success  in  life  to  him, 
his  first  acquaintance  with  the  blind  of  London  was  by  no  means  a 
prepossessing  one. 

It  took  place  at  a  tea  given  to  a  company  of  blind  men  and  women 
in  one  of  the  poorer  districts  of  the  city.  I  have  often  heard  him  tell 
of  that  meeting  and  of  his  feeling  of  profound  depression  at  finding 
these  people  so  helpless  and  dependent  on  charity.  He  himself  had 
been  educated  at  the  School  for  the  Blind  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  his 
native  State,  and  afterwards  held  the  position  of  music  master  at  the 
Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Boston  Mass.,  under  the  Principal- 
ship  of  Dr.  Howe,  whose  wife — the  late  Julia  Ward  Howe,  has  become  so 
famous  since  the  War  as  the  authoress  of  the  popular  “  Battle  Hymn 
of  the  Republic.” 

The  education  and  the  general  conditions  and  surroundings  at  the 
Perkins  Institute  were  far  in  advance  of  anything  in  this  country, 
though  by  no  means  all  that  Campbell  could  have  wished.  With  his 
knowledge  of  work  for  the  blind  in  America  he  knew  how  infinitely 
happier  and  more  useful  the  lives  of  young  blind  people  could  be  made 
if  they  were  educated  and  trained  to  take  their  places  in  the  world 
with  their  sighted  brothers  and  sisters. 

Thus  the  scheme  for  a  College  of  Music  and  the  higher  education  of 
the  blind  was  conceived  in  that  wonderfully  imaginative  and  fertile 
brain.  One  of  Campbell’s  letters  of  introduction  was  to  Dr.  Armitage, 
who  was  already  devoting  his  time  and  a  great  part  of  his  fortune  to  the 
spread  of  Braille  in  this  country.  The  meeting  of  these  two  men — the 
greatest  benefactors  of  the  blind  who  have  ever  lived — was  epoch 
making,  for  through  it  Campbell’s  dream  was  realised  and  the  Royal 
Normal  College  came  into  being. 

To  speak  of  his  many-sided  work  is  impossible  in  the  time  at  my 
disposal,  each  department  would  require  a  separate  volume.  This 
Memorial  Gateway  raised  to  his  honour  by  his  pupils  who  owe  him  so 
much,  speaks  for  itself.  All  who  enter  by  it  will  see  what  a  vast  amount 
has  been  accomplished;  how,  is  a  matter  of  wonder  and  profound 
admiration.  It  is  curious  that  a  college  of  this  kind  had  not  been 
thought  of  long  before.  Hitherto  there  existed  the  idea  that  anything 
was  good  enough  for  the  poor  blind — not  from  lack  of  sympathy  for  their 
handicap,  but  because  of  the  seeming  impossibility  of  raising  them  to  a 
level  with  the  sighted.  However,  the  moment  had  now  arrived,  and  with 
it  the  man  who  changed  all  that.  Looking  back  one  is  struck  with  the 
far-sightedness  of  this  blind  man.  It  was  a  stroke  of  genius  to  plant  the 
College  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Crystal  Palace.  Imagine  what  the 
students  owe  to  those  wonderful  Saturday  concerts. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  speak  in  moderation  of  Sir  Francis  Campbell’s 
achievements  and  high  ideals.  Can  you  realise  that  he  secured  engage¬ 
ments  for  a  blind  pianist  with  the  most  celebrated  orchestra  in  the 
world?  That  fact  surely  demonstrates  his  contention  that  a  talented 
blind  musician  could  take  his  place  with  sighted  musicians  in  the  front 
rank.  In  his  wisdom  he  knew  that  the  professors  he  engaged  would 
have  an  influence,  not  only  on  the  students’  academic  but  on  their 
future  careers,  and  nothing  but  the  very  best  was  good  enough  for  him. 


In  siifli  ways  lit'  endeavoured  to  overcome  the  strong  prejudice 
which  existed,  and  L  am  sorry  to  say  still  exists,  against  blind 
musicians.  In  a  totally  different  field  of  endeavour,  Sir  Francis 
astonished  the  world  by  his  ascent  of  Mont  Blanc  in  1881.  L  need 
hardly  say  that  this  marvellous  feat  was  not  undertaken  for  personal 
ambition  but  simply  for  the  advancement  of  his  life  work.  He  often 
said  that  this  was  the  best  advertisement  the  College  ever  had,  for  it 
aroused  tremendous  interest  and  brought  people  in  every  rank  of  life 
to  visit  the  College  and  see  its  intrepid  Principal. 

It  gave  great  cause  for  rejoicing  when  in  1909  King  Edward  con¬ 
ferred  on  him  the  honour  of  Knighthood.  He  had  previously  been  given 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  bv  Glasgow  University,  and  also  created  a  Fellow 
of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society. 

In  speaking  of  all  Sir  Francis  Campbell  accomplished  I  would  like 
to  pay  tribute  to  Lady  Campbell,  who,  1  am  happy  to  say,  is  still 
with  us.  Indeed,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  she  was  his  eyes  in  every 
sense  of  the  word  and  shared  to  the  full  in  all  his  amazing  work. 

And  now,  just  a  few  words  regarding  Mr.  Guy  Marshall  Campbell, 
whose  name  is  inscribed  on  the  memorial  with  that  of  his  illustrious 
father.  From  the  beginning,  Sir  Francis  insisted  on  the  absolute 
necessity  of  a  thorough  physical  training  for  his  students  of  both  sexes. 
The  wonderful  gymnastic  displays  for  which  the  College  pupils  are  so 
justly  celebrated  are  entirely  due  to  Mr.  Guy  Campbell’s  inception  and 
development.  But  while  he  accomplished  so  much  in  this  particular 
department  it  was  by  no  means  the  most  important  part  of  his  work. 
Like  his  father,  he  had  the  interests  of  the  blind  in  general  and  the 
College  in  particular  at  heart,  and  not  only  continued  his  work  when 
he  was  appointed  Principal,  but  embarked  on  new  enterprises. 

It  was  no  small  achievement  to  raise  £15.000  to  pay  off  the  mort¬ 
gage.  The  College  is  the  first  school  for  the  blind  to  have  a  separate 
building  specially  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  pianoforte  tuning  and 
repairing,  and  the  raising  of  the  necessary  funds  was  entirely  due  to 
his  efforts.  Another  scheme  which  Mr.  Campbell  initiated,  and  which 
I  hope  will  be  brought  more  prominently  before  the  public,  is  an  endow¬ 
ment  fund.  How  splendid  it  would  be  if,  within  a  few  years,  an  even 
greater  and  more  lasting  memorial  could  be  erected  to  these  two 
indomitable  workers.  If,  namely,  the  College  they  loved  so  well  could 
be  placed  on  a  firm  financial  basis  by  a  substantial  endowment,  thereby 
relieving  those  responsible  of  the  weary  and  depressing  burden  of  a 
constant  appeal  for  subscriptions.  This  can,  and  should  be  done,  and 
I  trust  that  there  will  be  a  revival  of  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the 
College,  and  that  money  will  pour  in  as  a  thankoffering  for  God’s  great 
gift  of  sight. 

“  For  we  which  now  behold  these  present  days, 

Have  eyes  to  wonder,  but  lack  tongues  to  praise.” 

The  company  then  walked  to  the  entrance  of  the  College  in  Westow 
Street,  where  Dr.  Hollins  unveiled  the  bronze  tablet  erected  on  the 
memorial  gateway. 

The  tablet  is  inscribed  : 

This  gateway  was  erected  by  past  students 
as  a  tribute  to  the  devoted  work  of 
Sir  Francis  J.  Campbell,  LL.D., 
and  of  his  son, 

Guy  M.  Campbell 

(Principals:  1872-1912  and  1912-1929.) 


Mr.  E.  T.  Campbell,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Board,  formally  received 
the  gift  of  the  old  students.  He  said  that  Lord  Lamington  (Chairman) 
had  sent  a  letter  expressing  his  regret  that  he  was  not  able  to  be 
present.  A  cablegram  had  also  been  received  from  Lady  Campbell, 
which  read  “  Affectionate  greetings;  heartfelt  thanks.”  All  those  who 
had  subscribed  to  the  memorial  and  had  known  Sir  Francis  and  Lady 
Campbell  would  regret  that  Lady  Campbell  was  not  able  to  be  present 
on  an  occasion  that  would  have  gladdened  her  heart. 

Having  referred  to  the  years  during  which  Sir  Francis  Campbell 
and  Mr.  Guy  Campbell  were  principals  of  the  College,  Mr.  Campbell  said 
they  were  all  pleased  and  proud  to  have  Mrs.  Campbell  as  Principal. 
In  the  last  year  or  two  the  College  had  not  lost  any  of  its  prestige,  but 
had  gone  on  very  successfully.  He  had  great  pleasure  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  in  accepting  the  gift  and  mark  of  esteem  of  the  past  students. 
No  institution  or  school  could  prosper  unless  it  was  backed  up  by  the 
old  scholars,  and  he  hoped  all  would  do  what  they  could  to  help  the 
College.  They  were  proud  to  have  Dr.  Hollins,  who  was  known 
throughout  the  world,  to  perform  the  opening  ceremony.  He  again 
thanked  the  past  students  for  their  gift  and  the  present  pupils  who  had 
helped.  All  who  passed  in  and  out  of  the  arch  would  remember  that  it 
was  erected  to  the  honour  of  great  men. 

Mr.  Beddow  then  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Hollins  and 
the  Memorial  Committee,  as  follows  :  — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — I  have  to  propose  a  very  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  Dr.  Hollins  for  coming  from  Edinburgh  to  perform  this 
opening  ceremony  to-day.  We  thank  him  for  the  excellent  address  he 
gave  us,  reminding  us  so  much  of  the  past  history  of  the  College  from 
its  earliest  days  right  on  to  the  present  time ;  vve  thank  him  greatly 
for  all  that  he  has  done  in  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  this  College, 
as  he  has  gone  around  the  world  proclaiming  the  excellence  of  the 
training  he  received  here. 

I  wish  also  to  include  in  this  vote  of  thanks  the  Memorial  Com¬ 
mittee,,  for  the  arduous  work  they  have  done  in  connection  with  the 
presentation  by  past  students  of  this  dignified  entrance  to  these 
premises.  I  am  sure  we  feel  that  they  were  wisely  guided  and  that  it 
is  a  very  happy  thought  that  has  been  excellently  carried  out. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  moving  this  hearty  vote  of  thanks. 

Mr.  Mo.watt  seconded  this  vote  of  thanks,  saying :  — 

I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  this  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr. 
Hollins,  and,  as  one  of  the  Governors  of  the  College  I  am  very'  proud 
to  have  the  opportunity  of  doing  so,  because  it  appeals  to  me,  for  Dr. 
Hollins  has  not  only  made  the  College  famous  throughout  the  whole 
world,  but  has  shown  what  the  blind  can  do. 

Tea  was  afterwards  served  to  the  large  gathering  of  past  students. 

It  was  a  very  happy  reunion,  and  many  wrere  the  friendships  renewed, 
for  old  students  gathered  from  wide  areas  to  do  honour  to  the  memory 
of  the  late  Principals,  and  the  gathering  must  long  remain  a  memorable 
one  to  them  all.  Great  pleasure  was  afforded  when,  after  tea,  Dr. 
Hollins  consented  to  give  a  recital  on  the  College  organ.  His  programme 
was  chosen  for  him  by  his  delighted  audience.  Many  famous  and 
favourite  pieces  were  asked  for  and  the  doctor’s  marvellous  memory 
enabled  him  to  play  all  the  works  asked  for.  It  was  altogether  a  very 
successful  gathering.
